1,400 New Cars Jam 
Plant Here for Lack 
Of Finishing Touches

R. A. Johnson, plant manager, 


For the car-hungry, footsore 
Chevrolet plant muttering oaths, 
has a word of explanation. 

Those 1,400 beautiful new cars and trucks jammed in the plant’s 
yard and parking lot are not being held for higher prices; it is just 
that there are not erjough parts here to finish them. 

“The Monday before New Year s. 
things like trim, door handles, clocks, tail lights and so on, mean- 
ing that every day some of the 500 cars we make were held back 
for completion,” Johnson stated. 

The situation almost got out of hand this past week when bad 
weather grounded planes flying materials here, resulting in the 
wholesale jam-up which has had every inch of the company’s prop- 
erty covered with parthy finished cars, Johnson said. 

At present, the assembly line has been shut down for a switch 
over from the 1946 to 1947 passenger models, Johnson said, adding 
the order came just when material shortages would have shut the 
Plant down anyway. 

Meanwhile, small parts are arriving and Johnson expects to 
get all cars still on the lot rolling out to the dealers by Monday. 
Production of the 1947 model has been set forJan. 20, but Johnson 
hopes to start things moving by Wednesday if possible. 


The assembly and Fisher body plants employ about 2,000. Dur- 
ing the model switch 800 have been laid off while many others 
are conducting inventory which was put off from December until 
now to-continue making as many cars as possible, the plant man- 

ager stated.

S. Truman. 

He is in the pitcher’s box. He knows 
from experience what has been, or at least 
what he has ‘believed to be, necessary to 
carry on the affairs of the government. 
Nothing would have redounded more to 
his political credit than to have beat the 
Republicans to the draw and submitted 
a lower budget. 

But, he sent in his honest estimate, call- 
ing it realistic and tight, and “more hard- 
boiled than he liked to be.” Neverthe- 
less, he predicted a balanced budget and a 
small surplus by June of 1948.

The new measure is identical to the one 
which died in the Senate last year after a 
fight by Gov. Arnall before the Senate 
Interstate Commerce Committee. Arnall 
contended that the bill would legalize the 
conspiracy of the Association of American 
tailroads to maintain the present discrim- 
inatory freight rate structure which has 
kept the South in economic bondage since 
the days of the War Between the States. 


Rep. Bulwinkle apparently thinks the 
measure has a better chance of enactment 
now that the Republicans are in power. 

He overlooks the fact that much of the 
Republican strength lies in the Western 
area, likewise held in provincial status by 
the present rate system. 

Moreover, he overlooks the fact that 
any such bill would need the signature of

We fitted our DC-4 into the traffic pattern, straining against 
the belts to peer out the small windows with which military air- 
craft transports were fitted. 


Kunming then was the busiest airport in the world. 
and night the whine and roar of motors was in the air and on 
the ground. A landing and a takeoff took place on an average 
of every one and three-quarters minutes. Compared with its tide 
of incoming and departing traffic, New York’s LaGuardia Field 
was a cow pasture airport.

Around and around we went, stacked up, while a squadron of 
Chennault’s fighters, back from a foray against Japanese positions 
in Burma, landed. At last they called us in and the hydraulic 
gear began its cawing, mooing, coughing sounds as it was tested 
for the landing. 


: We hit one of the graveled strips and came in to 
Kunming a stop. The climate of Kunming is wonderful. I 
suspect it is as fine a climate as there is in the world.

At last they cleared us into jeeps and took us to the busy little 
bamboo-and-mud office, sitting in its trampled mud.

“Ding Hao,” they chorused, grinning. 


An impatient officer was demanding to see my medical card to 
determine if I had had the required shots and vaccinations, so I 


.couldn’t ask. 


Later on, in fantastic Kunming, which was like a Wild West 
town with a Chinese atmosphere, we emerged into the streets 
when cleared through the final office. 


Grinning Chinese kids held up their thumbs and 
called out, “Ding Hao, Emelican.” 


So, then I asked. 


“There is,” they said, “no exact translation. It means some- 
thing like ‘over the top of the best,’ or ‘better than the best.’ 
It is just a way of saying, ‘Hello,’ and the kids love it.” 


I knew then, with all the Americans passing through, in and 
out of China, that it would inspire a restaurant by that name... or 
maybe by the name “Ding Ho,” which is the spelling in the South- 
ern dialect. So, I wasn’t surprised when Tom Wong, an American 
veteran of service with the Chinese-American Air Forces in India, 


' Burma and China, did it in our town. 


Tom Wong’s story is like an Alger story. When his father was 
murdered and left him an orphan in a North Carolina town, a 
Christian family adopted him. He repayed them by turning out to 
be a fine boy.

Without consulting Harrison, then Chairman of the all-powerful 
Senate Finance Committee, Sen. Byrd took it on himself to 
approach Bilbo about the matter. He reminded him that it would 
be a shame for Sen. Harrison to be defeated for the majority 
leadership by the vote of a colleague from his own State. 


The Price When the Virginia Senator had finished. he re. 
marked, thoughtfully: “Yes, I’ll -vote for Pat—on one condition.” 


- Sen. Byrd was elated over his apparent success and pressed 
The Man” for his terms. History hinged on Bilbo’s decision. 


_ Bilbo continued: “My price is very cheap. Just have Pat Har 
rison speak to me one time.” 


Then he explained that not once since he had been a member 
of the Senate had Harrison spoken to him. 


“When we chance to get on an elevator at the same time.” he 
said, “Pat looks over me as though I weren’t there. When we meet 
in a committee room or in the corridors of the Capitol or-the Senate 
Office Building, he never seems to see me. He crosses my path 
weed in the Senate chamber without the slightest token of recog- 
nition. 


“Let Pat speak to me one time and I'll vote for him,” he went 
on. “And I'll meet him more than half way, if he wants me to. 
If he doesn’t want to come to me, I'll go to him. I'll walk into his 
office, if that is agreeable to him. Just let him hold out his hand 
in a friendly greeting. That is the only price I ask.” 

Sen. Byrd, who recalls these words of the little Mississippian 
from their meeting, then hastened to Sen. Harrison in his role of 
peace maker. 

Harrison heard him out, but was adamant. Deep animosities 
had existed between the two of them. Finally, he gave his answWer, 
the effect of which was “to Hell with him.” : 
Defeat Sen. Byrd's efforts had failed. The matter rested there. 

And when the Democrats met in caucus a few days later 
to select a successor to the late Sen. Joe Robinson, of Arkansas, 
who had died, the deciding vote was cast by Bilbo. It was cast 
against Harrison. 

The defeat was a crushing blow to Sen. Harrison. ‘There are 
those who say that he died of a broken heart from it, so much 
had his heart been set on the post. In any event, he did die a 
year or so later, never seeming to recover from a broken spirit 
suffered after his defeat. 

It is impossible to criticize Sen. Bilbo for his action in the 
case. He certainly went to the extreme in displaying an attitude 
of magnanimity. He asked a very simple thing as the price of his 
vote—the courtesy of a friendly greeting. 

Nor is it easy to deny a high degree of admiration for Sen. Har- 
rison’s unrelenting stand. So bitter had been the enmity between 
him and Sen. Bilbo that his unforgiveness was not difficult to 
understand. He preferred to go down. to defeat rather than make 
a gesture of pacification. 

If the spirit of Sen. Harrison hovers over Washington, where 
he was a dynamic figure for so many years, it can hardly be denied 
that it watched with some delight the events of last week revolving 
around the move to oust his former enemy.
